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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The indicated allowability of claim 25 is withdrawn in view of previously cited 
reference(s) of Cummings et al (US Patent 6,240,087 B1 ). Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 27 and 28 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding to claim 27, it is unclear as to how the maximum data throughput rate 
supply to the switch fabric is different from the maximum data throughput rate through 
the first or second integrated circuit. It seem the maximum data throughput rate through 
the first or second integrated circuit is used to supply to the switch fabric. Thus, the 
examiner find no distinction between the two throughput rates. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cummings 
et al (US Patent 6,240,087 B1). 

Regarding to claim 25, Cummings discloses a system 10 (fig. 1) adapted for 
coupling to a switch fabric 101 and a central processor 113, the system 10 comprising a 
first integrated circuit 106 having a first bus interface 125b, a second bus interface 
125a, and a control interface 324, a data path (channels) extending from the first bus 
interface, through segmentation circuitry 322 on the first integrated circuit, through 
reassembly circuitry 323 on the first integrated circuit, and to the second bus interface 
(fig. 32-33 col. 36 lines 32-51 and col. 37 lines 18-27); a second integrated circuit 107 
that is substantially structurally identical to the first integrated circuit (col. 36 lines 26- 
31 ), the second integrated circuit having a first bus interface 125b, a second bus 
interface 125a, and a control interface 324, the second integrated circuit having a data 
path (channels) extending from the first bus interface, through segmentation circuitry 
322 on the second integrated circuit, through reassembly circuitry 323 on the second 
integrated circuit, and to the second bus interface (fig. 32-33 col. 36 lines 32-51 and col. 
37 lines 18-27); and a control integrated circuit 104 having a control interface 191b 
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coupled to the control interface of the first integrated circuit and the control interface of 
the second integrated circuit (fig. 19 col. 15 lines 9-10), and having a third interface 
191c adapted for coupling to the central processor (fig. 19 col. 15 lines 15-18), the 
control integrated circuit controlling a first flow (DSO data) of network information out of 
the first integrated circuit (col. 6 lines 14-19), the first flow passing over the data path of 
the first integrated circuit (fig. 18 col. 14 lines 22-38), the control integrated circuit 
controlling a second flow (DSO data) of network information out of the second integrated 
circuit, the second flow passing over the data path of the second integrated circuit (fig. 
18 col. 14 lines 22-38), wherein in operation either the first bus interface of the first 
integrated circuit and the first bus interface of the second integrated circuit are coupled 
to the switch fabric (fig. 1 col. 6 lines 6-13). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 26 and 45-52 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 53-58 allowed.
